Maryland

Tile embargo is un­ 
der discussion by the League of Na­ 
tions and the British parliament. 


Baltimore, Feb. 27 (AP).—Gover 
nor Albert C., Ritchie today sought 
the advice oi “representative citi­ 
zens” on bank legislation. 
A group described as “those who 
are not bankers and who reflect the 
views of the depositing public” was 
summoned to confer with Governor 
Ritchie as the state began the sec­ 
ond of its thrcc-day financial holi­ 
day. 
The holiday was announced late 
Friday after a steady withdrawal 
from Baltimore banks had brought 
on a financial crisis. With a few 
exceptions all financial institutions 
in the state Including banks, build­ 
ing and loan associations and the 
Baltimore stock exchange were clos­ 
ed. 
The holiday is expected to end 
Wednesday. 
In making the announcement that 
he was seeking outside advice Gov­ 
ernor Ritchie said: “The legislation 
under consideration must neces­ 
s a r y be prepared in cooperation 
with the bankers who know the 
practical problems which must be 
met but I want the advice and help 
of those who are not bankers and 
who reflect the views of the general 
depositing public.” 
Long Conferences 
The statem ent of the governor 
came after a day given over to con­ 
ferences between state officials and 
bankers. 
The conferences to prepare legis­ 
lation aimed at easing the situation 
were held almost continuously S at­ 
urday and Sunday and at the con­ 
clusion last night the governor said j 
he believes “that very real progress 
was made to date.”
